In view of-recelt Chinese pro- 
testations at Geneva, and the re- 
fusal of the Nanking: Government 
to permit the League Opium-Smok- 
ing Commission to carry out in- 
vestigations in China, the revela- 
tions of our Swatow correspondent 
regard the growing of the poppy in 
Fastern Kwangtung are of special 
interest. More poppy has been 
grown this season than for years 
pust, and‘large stocks of opium are 
being prepared in the raw state. 
Here and there, action is being 
taken against the farmers, irres- 
ponsible soldiery belng sent out ap- 
pirently with instructions to make 
an example in one or. two,cuses, and, 
of course, these instructions have 
been interpreted fn a most shocking 

“manner, The. . important fact 
emerges, however, that ninety per 


cent. of the farmers are being left] ¢, 


in peace by the military authorities, 
while the civil authorities have 
given lip-service to the official edict 
and have limited their anti-opium 
activities’ to pious expressions of 
disapproval. The whole thing 
savours of a colossal} farce, except 
where tragedy has crept in. Nan- 
king may possibly be sincere in its 
desire to suppress the evil, but it is 
evident that no cffective steps can, 
or will, be taken under present con. 
ditions. Clearly the farmersein the 
Swatow area were given to believe

Are We Near A. : 7 
Radio War? — 


By HORACE W. ADEY.” , 


HE ether has already been 

used ons a playground by 

radio pirutes. The recent pro- 
pagandn broadcast from Moscow 
—atlthough only, a factor in radio’ 
proyress—is ‘In itself some mea- 
sure of warning of future pitfalls 
and. posslbilities; therefore let us 
take our losson now, 

The time may coma when. the 
authorities will have to restrict 
the public to receiving the usual 
broadcast programmes on one or 
two weve-lengths only, the rest 
of the ether or wave-banda boing 
tree for Government use, 

If at short notice such restric- 
tion became necessary, what stops 
could be taken to prevent the 
public ‘from using . wave-lengths 
other than those allotted to them. 
or to assure the public that the 
ordinary programme would not’ 
be of an irregular nature? Are 
We prepared tor such an emer- ¢ 
ggncy? For example, if a rupture 
occurred betivéen two countrics, 
what is to stop one or the other 


sending “out sensational items of ~~~ 


news to crente panic? 
rn A Wireless Barrage. 


As present ‘receiving sets nro 
constructed, and. the approximate 
number in the British Isles ia one 
to dvery two homes, the owner 
is able to receive stations over a 
very broad wave-band. Thore- 
fore, in the absence of an approyv-- 
ed aerial tuning system, in dase 
of urgent need the publfe -might 
be deprived ofthe entire use of 
radto for an unlimited time ‘unless 
a acheme were devised to give the 
authorities some measure of. con- 
trol over each receiving eect hy 
definitely callbrating the aerial - 
‘uners to one or two wave-lengths 
by a locking device, under seal,- 
which could be removed in normat 
times. This is not in Itself a 
very difficult matter; In fact, it is 
wready known to British. radio 
selence, 


For example, the aorlal tuning 
condenser of future radio sets 
could have fitted to the spindle of

Among the features of Russian 
life which arc_sometimes_ reforred 
to as difficulties of. growth, or 
“growing pain,” the .prevalenco of 
so-called - “vreditelstvo,” or sabo- 
tago, in certainly one of the most 
striking. Since tho spectacular 
tyial of the accused Jenders of 
the “Industrial Party” {n Moscow 
nt least a score of such cascs, 


sometimes .widely difforing in]: 


character, but all covered by the 
comprehensive term “vrediteltvo,” 
and all {indicating an unsatisfac- 
tory functioning of some cog in 
the Sovict economic machine, have 
been reported from various parts 
of the country. . . 

So two cmployees of the Ridder 
co-operative in Kazakstan were 
sentenced to death and fourteen to 
various terms of iniprisonment for 
“breaking up tho. supply of the 
workers” Eighty-five employees 
of the Moscow co-operative stores 
were nrrested on charges of apecu- 
lating with food products under 
thelr charge, and two of these were 
sentenced to be shot, while many 
of the othera received prison sen- 
tences. An. Ukrainian  station- 
master, Kolomictz, waa sentenced 
to denth for “counter-revolutionary 
sabotage,” because he let through 
f pasacnger train on the wrong 
track, with the result that a disas- 
trous collision occurred. A bad 
day’s work on the south-eastern 
railroads was described in the fol- 
lowing terms {n a despatch from 
Voronezh i-- .

It 18, however, evident 
that the original meaning of 
“yreditelstvo’—namely, a delf- 
berate effort to wreck from within 
some State economic enterprise— 
has been considerably brondencd, 
so that it may cover. almost any 
manifestation of sheer incompe- 
tence or bureaucracy. In some of 
the cases which were cited there 
was not even any effort to prove 
that the persons accused were 
animated by any clearly conceived 
design or undermining the political 
foundations of the Sovict State. 


A Professor's Complaint. 


Sabotage is an elusive offence, 
because it is ensy to suspect, but 
difficult to prove., In the Shachti 
ease, where some of the defendants 
innocence, the court 
was obliged to listen to compli- 
cated technical arguments about 
what machines would produce the 
best effect on a given Beam of coal. 
Obviously one often needs en- 
gineering as well as police train-

If sabotage in gcnoral is an ensy 
charge to raise, “ideological sabo- 
tage” is the ensiest and vaguest, 
of all accusations.

‘every student abrond has his own! 
microscope and other equipmont, | 
a situation which docs not exist In! 
the Sovlet Union, and that “sone 
who come to study can’t even 
handle an oil-stove." The Kazan 
proletarian students raised the cry 
“ideological anbotage,” and ‘‘Izves- 
tia” characterised Tushnov’s state- 
ment as “direct solidarity with 
those who, in the name of saving’ 
cnpitalism and its ‘culture,’ strive 
to destroy. the sole proletarian’ 
state in the world.”

REPORTED MONOPOLY 
SCHEME ROUSES OPPOSITION. 


In, view of persistent reports 
nileging the possible legalization 
of the opium traffic by the Chinese 
Government, responsible oficers of 
the National Anti-Opium Associa- 
tion of China held o specinl mect- 
ing at the- house of Dr.’ Tong 
Shno-yi, ex-premler and honorary 
president of the Association. The 

meeting was presided, over by Dr. 
Tong and among those present 
were -Dr. T. H. Lee, Dr. Wang 
King-ky, Mr. Garfield Huang amd 
reveral others. 

At the meeting “unanimous 
opposition was voiced against the 
legalizntion scheme, which was 
considered a suicidal policy for 
the Chinese Government. It was 
decided that the following mea- 
sures’ should De taken to Prevent 
ita adoption: 


Meeting of Protest. 


1. A protest meeting of all 
public organizations should be 
convened in Shanghai on the 19th 
inatant, 

2 The National Government 
should be_ petitioned to enforce 
strictly anti-opium laws and re- 
gulations, which at present. were 
more or less on paper, and make a 
definite commitment to the nation 
never to seek in the opium trade a 
source of revenue, 

3. The Legislative Yuan should 
be petitioned to introduce and 
adopt a bill permanently outliwing 
the opium trade and preventing 
the readmittance of its legitimacy, 

A. The Kuomintang Central 
Party Headquarters’ should b 


-[ quested to oppose the le 


scheme, in accordance with the 
teachings of Dr. Sun Yat-sen, who 
in 1924 strongly ‘criticized such a 
scheme and characterized [tas a 
betrayal of the nation. 

5. Letters should be addressed 
to Mr K. T. Chung and Mr. Ma 
Ying-chu, members on the 
National Opium Sappression Com- 
mittee toflicial), who had previous. 
ly opposed the legalization of the 
opium trade, requesting them to 
oppose the scheme in the National 
Opium Suppression Committee. 


Force of Publig Opinion. 


6. The National Opium Sup- 
pression Committee should be asked 
to respect the demand of public 
opinion and’ strictly adhere to the 
policy of absolute suppression for 
the enforcement of which the 
Committee was specially created, 

7. The National Anti-Opium 
Association should - immediately 
issue oa atatement setting forth 
reasons for Its opposition to the 
legalization of opium, and expldin- 
ing that recent statements by one 
of the executive members of the 
Associntion ‘were in direct-oppo 
lion to the policy it had con- 
sistently maintained. 

% The Association. should, not 
hereafter permit any of its execu- 
tive members, to become: con- 
currently members of the National 
Opium Suppression Committee, 
this resolution being, however, 
subject to the approval of | the 
General Meeting of the Associa- 

ion,

has learned from reliable sources

It is possible that Tsu and Mo 

have no intention of advancing into 
this province. But severe pressure 
would undoubtedly tend to push 
them both ta the north and to the 
aust rivers, if not further to the 
north-east of the province, and their 
movements will: doubtless cause 
local reactions among the remnants 
of former communist forces, espec- 
jably in the Hai-lok Hony region.

THE KAISER'S FRIEND. 


— 


“Truly amuzing!" is the exclama- 
tion.that arises to tho us of tho 
render on Inying down Professor 
Haller’s sympathetic blography of, 
Philip, Prince zu Eulenburg,. who 
‘through two decades was tho 
Kaiser’s loyal friend and mentor. 
Amazing the picture painted of the 
Court and life of the monarch whom 
King. Edward justly styled “the. 
most brilliant failure known. to his- 
tory;” amazing the portrait drawn 
of that monarch _ himbelf 
in all his superfielal clever- 
noss, instability, ‘neuroticlsm, 
and astounding .want of breed- 
‘ing; and still more amazing the 
thumb-nall ‘sketches of the , men‘ 
by whom the Kaiser, was surround- 
ed and flattered and befooled. Not 
since the eighteenth century, and 
perhaps not since the Renaissance, 
can there have existed a Court in 
which intrigue and_ sycophancy 
wero so rife as in the Court of Wil- 
Nant IL. 


Fools and Mummers, 


Fools and mummers were there in 
plenty—and not a few knaves; but 
‘of all the uniformed crowd whose 
‘duty it was to amuse and Haten to 
their Imperin] master, scarcely one 
wan to be found who had the up- 
rightness of character and the 
moral cournge to tell him the truth. 
.The one exception was the Kaiser's 
friend—Philip Eulenburg. He 
never shirked the highly dangerous 
tark and, if he clothed the unpalat- 
able truth in honeyed phrases, he 
never did 50 to such an extent that 
its bitter taste would be hidden 
from the Kaiser's tongue. When 
the Kaiger, In a telegram sent en 
clair to Eulenburg, who was then 
Prussian Minister in Munich, spoke 
of the “idiotic Bavarian loyalists,” 
and added, “How often have 1 
Jaunghed over the incredible folly 
of the good ‘Bavarians," Eulenburg 
administered a: sharp reproof. 
“When Your Majesty telegraphs en 
clair such expressions as ‘idiotic 
Bavarian loyalists,’ and ‘foollsh 
Bavarians,’ Your Majesty compro- 
mises yourself, Your Majesty’s Gov- 
‘ernment, and Your Majesty's Am- 
bassador. ... That message of 
yesterday wounds the Bavarians in 
their most sensitive spot—their 
vanity. It may have consequences 
of which we can as yet form no con- 
ception. Or docs Your Majesty 
reant a fight?” It must be admitted 
in the Kaiser’s favour that he docs 
not seem to have borne any malice 
towards Eulenburg for his plain 

speaking. Unhappily, both for the 
Kaiser ‘ond for Germany, Eulen- 
burg’s admonitions fniled of effect 
upon his volatile monarch. "The 


‘poor Emperor,” he wrote in 1894, 
only six years after William -II. 
asconded the throne, “is getting on 
everyone's nerves, but there ia no 
help for i When a marriage turns 
out badly the pair can soparate. 
Between peoplo and sovereign: that 
is not such an‘easy matter, So tho 
unhappy marriage must only go 
on.” And go on ft did, until, in 
November, 1918, the aged, dis- 
graced, and physically broken Eu- 
lehburg was granted tho melancholy 
satisfaction of sceing his own worst 
prohecies fulfilled in the Kaiser's 
flight to Holland and the establish- 
ment of. the.German Republic. 


Sympathetic Pencil. 


As delineated by Professor 
Halicr’s possibly too- sympathetic 
pencil, Eulenburg stands out head 
and shoulders above the time-serv- 
ing courtiers and brusque Prussian 
oflicera among whom he was fated 


“to puss tho majority “of his days. 


A voritable * grand selgneur,, on 
artist to the finger-tips, musician 
and composer and friend of Cosima 
Wagner, ‘' a brilliant writer and 
causeur, sensitive and sympathetic 
and intuitive, Philip Eulenburg was 
above all elsa a great gentleman at 
a Court where, gentlemen, in the, 
true acnse of the word, were con- 
spicuous by their absence. On 
rending his own letters and dis- 
patches, and still more Professor 
Haller's story of the tragic closo to 
his public life, it becomes ensy to 
understand how Count Witte, on a 
visit, in 1905, to the Emperor-at 
Rominten, noted in his diary: “Pour 
tous ceux qui etaient presents, 
clotnit. en realite Ile comte Eulen- 
burg qui parnissait Ie souverain.” 
Fate, however, had denied Eulen- 
burg the purple mantle and nasaign- 


ed to him instead the thankless role 
of an emperor’s friend. How 
thankless and tragic that role was 
to prove in Eulenburg’s case the 
reader must be left to learn from 
Professor Haller, whose dramatic 
and moving narration has grained 
than lost. in vividness in 
English 


rather 
Miss Colburn Mayne’s 
translation. 

It was o favourite thesis of the 
late Prince Bulow that the storm- 
clouds only gathered over Germany 
after his own fall from power in 
1909-—like many other notions of 
“the German Machiavelli” it was 
very far removed from the truth. 
As ecnrly as 1894 Eulenburg wrote: 
“Everyone ‘snapping at everyone 
else, hating everyone else, lying 
about everyone else, betraying 
everyone else they are drawing the 
chariot of State, Indeed, but not for 
love of the poor Emperor, who real- 
ly means well, and yet is for ever 
stirring up the State soup-kettle 
with his self-invented spoon, and 
preventing it from turning into any 
sort of soup at all.” And’a month 
later: “More frequently than ever 
before I fect as if I were living ina
